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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 10/14/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that the combination of the Dvorkin and Ahonen references 
does not teach the limitation of each signal path having a filter for filtering the 
communication signals in the corresponding frequency band and at least two of the 
plurality of signal paths are adapted to simultaneously receive communication signals 
from one of the antenna through one of the two feed points. The applicant emphasizes 
the term "simultaneously" in the argument. 

First of all, the examiner would like to point out that this specific limitation is not 
present in independent claims 33 and 34. The term "simultaneously" is not present in 
either of claims 33 and 34. There is nothing in the claims that state the limitation of each 
signal path having a filter for filtering the communication signals in the corresponding 
frequency band and at least two of the plurality of signal paths are adapted to 
simultaneously receive communication signals from one of the antenna through 
one of the two feed points (terms in bold are not in claims 33 and 34). Therefore, 
regarding claims 33 and 34, the applicant's argument is considered moot and the 
examiner still stands by his rejection. 

Secondly, it is inherent to one skilled in the art that if a signal is received from 
one antenna and through one feed point, communication signals are received at the 
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same time at the two feed points after being divided. There is no indication of any delay 



in the Ahonen reference.
